Applicant argues that the reference does not teach selection of physical and media access 
control parameters for the upstream portion is performed independently for said each 
CPE equipment. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Just because the reference utilizes 
a point to multipoint message does not mean that parts of the message are not intended 
for a particular CPE equipment. The reference states adjusting for changes in the BER 
which is a function of a particular CPE equipment not all the CPE equipments. If the 
applicant wants a direct communication to address each CPE equipment in order to select 
the parameters for a particular CPE equipment then this should be added to the 
independent claims and the examiner will consider the amendment. As illustrated in 
Figures 1, 2, and 3 the reference utilizes two downlink channels the BCCH and the ACH 
to inform CPE equipments of the selections. Each of the downlink messages has portions 
which are identified for each CPE equipment for their respective parameters.
